And 


there had been so many such crimes of labor—notably in Chicago 
and New York—that a hearly welcome seemed prepared for the 
organized employers. 


i el it is 11 fact lhal Ihis association never gained the slightest 


hold upon tlie public sympathy. 
Almost always, when it test, is 


made, the public is found upon (ho other side. 


We think il easy to see why these men have failed to profit by 


whatever merit lay in their position. 
Whatever force their con- 


tentions possess is nullified by their lack of uuderstaiidinK of their 
duty toward the public in the matter of (heir treatment of (heir 
own employes. 


The whole explanation lies in this resolution, adopted at their 


latest national convention: 


Wo have bad excels agitation under the guise of moral 


crusades, such .is cliiid labor, railway reform and similar 
moveinenls, which are excellent and desirable in rcanon- 
alile measure, but not so when pressed to the hazard of 
vested interests and properly. 
How the mind of any man of the least enlightenment and of 


even the vaguest morality could have evolved that resolution is 
hard to i.iiagine. 
llow a great national organization could stamp 


it with its approval is inconceivable. 
But in the records of the 


National Association of Manufacture™ stands that declaration of 
the principle that child-labor laws are not excellent, nor desirable, 
"when pressed to the hns-ard of vested interests and property." 


Yet these inamifn<Miirers are not men bad at heart. They 


think themselves good :,ien and good citizens. They would not 
consciously wrong i,-;u or woman. They honestly believe that their 
code squares right with the doctrine of (he square deal. 


Beyond questions they are of the type of men to whom 


America owes much. 
To these men and such as these is largely 


due tlie supremacy of this country in the realm of industry. 


Yet these men, in national deliberative session, send forth to 


(Jie world (hat declaration of cruelty as their solemn view of what 
is right. 


That resolution is indefensible 
economically. 
Morally it is 


wholly vicio'in. 
For it declares substantially that the lives of 


children should be sacrificed when necessary to swell the earnings 
of a mill or mine or to relieve a manufacturer of expense. 


Some days ago The North American essayed (he description 


of that distinct, though hitherto unclassified, modern type—the 
Twilighter, the respectable wrong-doer who thinks that he does 
right. 
We tried to make the outlines of our picture plain. This 


action of tho manufacturers provides a better portrait of the true 
Twilighters than we could draw. 


If the bald proposal should be put to these pec pie that a 


thousand children (should be slaughtered to save a 11000 expense, 


is not a man among them who would not fee! outraged, not 


one who would not avow his willingness, and prove it with his 
money, to spend iflOOO to save a single life. 


But if in reply to that imaginary proposal they were to say: 


"Yes, we should be perfectly justified in taking profit by such 
sacrifice of life," they could defend that position on that concrete 
proposition better than they can defend the theory on wliich their 
official declaration rests. 


For if a thousand lives were wiped out in return for n fixed sum 


of money, it would (hen be a bartering of known values. 
So much 


money, so many lives. But that is not the case. Open opposition to 
child labor laws that "hazard vested rights and property "—in other 
words, that might cause slightly smaller dividends—is open justi- 
fication of the evils of the existing system. 


The child worker's taskmaster does not trade simply for a life. 


He traffics not only in the bodies but tbe souls of children yet 
unborn. 


He starts now and stifles tlie spirit and stunts the body of the 


girl who will luler be a mother. 
He dulls the mind and dwarfs the 


strength of tlio boys who will be the fathers of a coming generation. 


Play-time and sf jdy-time are the birthright of every boy and 


girl. 
Both are taken to let children be the cheap fuel to grind 


fatter profits from the breaker and the loom. 


For want of a few cubic feet of wholesome air in some of these 


same "vested rights" factories seedF of consumption are planted 
which ,'jnpair and finally destroy the earning power of man and 
woman. • Suffering and a tax upon the public are entailed. But 
that is only the beginning. Those undermined constitutions are 
reflected in posterity. 


Rather than "hazard property," the 
manufacturer 
puts 


children among his raw material, which he buys at a price. 
But 


for his finished human product the whole people pay. 


The ending of that payment and the sum of that price, God 


only knows! For who can reckon the loss in the lowering in in- 
telligence and hurt in soul and body to the nation and the race'. 


When we see so many men holding the views expressed in that 


resolution, we sometimes think that before such a one should be 
allowed to employ many of his fellow -beings he should be com- 
pelled to take a course of study in stockTraising. He should be 
taught how profitable it is to treat dumb brutes humanely. 


He would learn that no tasks are given to the weanling coir, 


and only the lightest, that mean scarcely more than play, to the 
2-year-old. He would learn that the man is classed a waster and 
a fool who would keep his work-horse or his milch-cow in a damp, 
dark place. ' 


He would learn that, in this state, the farmer who fails to give 


to his cattle good air, good food and good attention, and thernbv 
permits his stock to contract l.he very disease that such treatment 
gives to child-workers,.is penalized by the confiscation and killing 
of his property, receiving in return only a small part of its value. 


Such lessonfc of the consequences of indifference to the health 


and safety of dumb brutes, we submit in all seriousness, would be 
a speedy way to rouse these Twilighters to a realization that em- 
ployers' liability and child-labor laws mean only the determination 
of the people that children and cripples shall not much longer be 
held cheaper than cattle. 


We repeat that we do not believe the members of that manu- 


facturers' association to be men bad at heart. But we say to them 
that, whatever may, be the necessity for such organizations and 
however unjust may be the extreme demands of union labor, their 
association cannot become a real influence until its members 
acquire a proper appreciation of their duty toward their employees 
and the public. 


All their vested rights and all their property claims respect 


only up to the point where they conflict with higher rights and a 
more ancient holding with a truer title. For the nation's property 
is its privilege to protect the health and happinesi of its people; 
and the nation's vested right is its solemn duty to safeguard the 
strength of our posterity.

Mr. Shields was a member of 
the House in the last Legislature. At 
the April primaries Ihe contest be- 
Iw cen Shields and Cross was so close 
that botli candidates insisted on a re- 
count. A great many ballot boxes 
were opened and irregularities found. 


At no time did the majority of 


Shields in this district show more limn 
eight and it was at onetime reduced 
to one vote. But neither candidate 
was satisfied with the recount and an 
appeal was taken to the conrt. In 
order to end the contest, which bid 
fair to be longdrawn, tlie Republican 
leaders brought about several con- 
ferences witli the candidates with the 
result last week that Mr. Cross agreed 
to withdraw. Mr. Shields will un- 
doubtedly -be elected to the 
State 


Senate.

In the Chicago conven- 


tion a South Carolina delegate repre- 
sei.ed 136 Republicans; in Pennsyl- 
vania the Bucks county delegti'c re- 
presented 10,000, and that is absurd in 
a great deliberative body representing 
the leading political party of the na- 
tion. Such a basis of representation 
might give a body of states that never 
cast an eleci oral vote control of a na- 
tional convention. 


It lias developed that the prohibi- 


tion question will be brought to the 
front at the Democratic National Con- 
vention next week-and that a desper- 
ate effort will be made to huve a plank 
declaring In Its favor placed in_ the 
platform. The prohibition movement 
will be headed by General James B, 
Weaver, of Iowa, who demanded of 
the recent Democratic convention in 
that state that It declare In favor of 
prohibition. 
General Weaver and his 


followers were not successful in their 
efforts in their own state, but have 
made arrangements to bring the mat- 
ter up before the National Convention.

ore of Presidential Cabinets, in advauc 
of the election, the Penrose organi/a 
tlon, unlike its predecessor under th 
command of the late M. S. CJuay, doe 
not seem lo be seriously considered 
Penrose. although faring well in th 
lilllug of Pennsylvania postmaster 
ships, and, generally speaking, th 
minor Federal berths that are usefu 
to the Organi/ation, has not distin 
guishcd himself, as Quay did, b;

Skimming over such appointments, 


without going into the list oj signu- 
favnrs, of the less important nature, to 
Stnte leaders of the different partie- 
the critics of present leaders mention 
"that Garh'eld took as Attorney Genera 
Wayne WacVeagh, to succeed whom 
Arthur appointed another Philadel 
phian, Benjamin Harris Brewster, 
In the next administration Salnuel -I. 
Randall was understood to have beei 
ottered the Secretaryship of the Treas- 
ury by Cleveland, but joined in the 
backing of Daniel Manning for the 
place. 


In thai term Cleveland had Malcolm 


I lay, of Pennsylvania, as First Assist- 
ant Postma-ler General. Randall was 
trusted to control the State's Federa: 
patronage until the breach between 
Film and the President was made by 
the famous tariff revision message 
front* Cleveland, in December, 1887. 
Thence forth the State Democatic lead- 
ership, was recognized at the White 
House, was in the hands of William 
li. Scott, of Krle, to whom William F. 
Ilarrity, as the coining power in the 
Democratic paity of Pennnsylvania, 
tied himself. A little later the Pro- 
tectionists hereabouts got busy raising 
the if-100,000 contribution for the elec- 
tion of Harrison. 
DEMOCRATIC SAME AS R1JPFB- 
L1CAN. 


Xo gup came in the Presidential re- 


cogniUou of Pennsylvania. The busi- 
ness interests of the country were grat- 
ilied by getting John Wanamaker in 
tlie Postmaster Generalship under 
Harrison. Quay often complained ol 
the White House attitude toward bin 
during that administration, and yet 
the adroit "Old Alan," In adversity as 
well as. in luck, pulled off filings not 
procurable by his successor at the head 
of the State Machine. 


Mr. JIarrlty, National Chairman 
when Cleveland was elected the second 
time, was offered a place in the Cabi- 
net, 
presumably the Postmaster Gen- 


eralship having been in view for him 
on account of his having been Post- 
master ol Philadelphia during Cleve- 
land's Hist term. But when the offer 
came, Mr. Ilarrity had about two 
years to serve as Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth. 
This paid him about 


?18,(JOU a year, and the Cabinet berth 
then was worth only $80UO. Consider 
lion for his family impelled him to 
stay where he was. The newspapers 
of the country had represented that 
Harrity could have any "portfolio" 
that he might want from Cleveland. 
Among the more prominent Peunsyl- 
vanians given office under that Presi- 
dent was George A. Jenks, Solicitor 
General of the Department of Justice. 
In keeping Pennsylvania to the fore 


at Washington both McKinley and 
Roosevelt had Charles Emory Smith 
as Postmaster General, his services 
having been from 1898 to 1802. 
In 


the following two years another Phila- 
delphian, Robert J. Wynne, was an 
Assistant Postmaster Genera'. Three 
years before Quay died, Knox was 
made Attorney General by McKinley. 
Knox's donning of the Quay toga was 
not due to any influence of Penrose, 
who lias ever since been sadly eclipsed 
by the Valley Forge statesman. 
Un- 


der Roosevelt, Mr. Knox, both as At- 
torney General and as Senator, has re- 
mained the chief power of his State at 
Washington, although he lias left the 
ladling out of the minor patronage to 
Penrose and has not troubled himself 
about the organization's prestige. 
BOSS NOT A NATIONAL FACTOR. 


Since the end of the Old Man, four 


years ago, the organization that Pen- 
rose inherited from him has not been 
of much account at tlie national capi- 
tal for anything'outside of merely lo- 
cal assets for the Machine. It was 
virtually no factor at all in the con- 
vention that nominated Taft and Sher- 
man, In guesses made since the con- 
vention as to what Pennsylvania may 
get if the Republicans win out in No- 
vember, there is no mention of Pen- 
rose. It has been suggested that Knox 
could get a Cabinet place if he wanted 
it, but It is generally assumed tliat he 
prefers the Senate 


it is said that Penrose gets no credit 


from either Roosevelt or Taft for sup- 
porting their friend, Knox at Chi- 
cago. He had to do it, e\erybody 
says, and it was not an agreeable dose 
thus to subordinate himself where 
"Old 
Quay" never played second 
fiddle, but had himself voted for by all 
but a handful of a former Pennsyl- 
vania delegation as a candidate for 
President of the United States, against 
McKinley, in 1896. It is argued that 
if Knox went into the Cabinet, or if, 
as suggested, James Scarlet, attorney 
in the prosecutions of the Capitol 
grafters, should be offered some desir- 
able Federal place, it would give an 
additional prestige to Penrose, as he 
would have no weight for such an 
appointment. 
The argument goes on to the effect 
that 
when 
Congressman 
Burke 


launched the Knox boom, Penrose 
didn't have the courage to resist it, 
and so lie held out against Taft. Em- 
ery was the only Tafter in the delega- 
tion, and it is suggested that he and 
the threis "ant's" for Roosevelt ought 
to "be held in more kindly remem- 
brance by "Big Bill" and the Presi- 
dent than the Philadelphia Senator, 
who set out, as soon as he began to 
wabble in Quay's shoes, to quarrel 
with the "Big Stick," and whose 
own well-beloved Mayor has never j 


made a nearer approach to eloquence 
Juan In his frequent criticisms adverse 
to both Taft and Roosevelt. 
How much of the foregoing line of 
thought may be applicable to the 
Democratic side in Pennsylvania will 
probably depend upon next week's de- 
velopments near the foot of Pike's 
Peak —Philadelphia Record.

NEAR HIS HOME 


Footpads Attack George M. Moore's 


Man at Cornwells and Drive 


Away in Carriage. 


Stretching several panels of a three- 


rail fence across the roadway to stop 
llie team, two men held up Albert 
Delvviler, 
coachman 
for George M. 


Moore, proprietor of the Continental 
Hotel, Philadelphia, near Mr. Moore's 
home at Cornwells yesterday morn- 
ing. 
The eouohman was driving from 


Mr. Moore's country 
home to the 


station, to meet his employer, who is 
accustomed to leaving the city for his 
home on tho midnight train. 


After securely binding Detwiler, the 


highwaymen waited a few minutes 
and then diove off In Mr. Moore's car- 
riage. They drove in the direction of 
Philadelphia and deserted the team 
near Frankford, where it was found at 
3 o'clock yesterday morning by Gran- 
shaw a policeman of the Hrankford 
Distiict. 


Detwiler was badly beaten about the 


head by Ills assailants and Is confined 
to bed. 


Mr. Mooic's home Is a mile and a 


quarter from the railroad, near Ynnde- 
grift's hotel, at Cornwells. 
When 


Detwiler was within a half mile of 
tlie station he noticed the. panel of 
fence stretched across the load. 


Pulling his horse to a stop, he got 


out-flf IhccarriagKCnnd went to inves- 
tigate, 
ile had si.irlcd lo pull Ihe 


fence to one side \\ hen be n as sudden- 
ly set upon by two men, who jumped 
on htm from either side of the road- 
way, which is lined with bushes. 


One of the men dealt him a blow 


over the head with a club, which 
partially 
stuHnc'", him. 
Before he 


could make any rcslslance, he was 
thrown to tie ground and his assail- 
ants securely bound his hands and 
feet and placed a gag in his mouth. 
They then thiovv him into the gutter 
by the roadside and started to re- 
mo\ e the fence.

Moore waited till half-past 1 o'clock, 
and then started to walk home. ' 


Nearing the place wheio his coach- 


man had been held up, Mr. Moore 
heard the groans of Detwiler, who 
had partially succeeded in gelling the 
gag from Ms mouth. Going over to 
him, Mr. Moore freed him, ami seeing 
his, condition, hurried home for help. 


Summoning a half do«j'i of the farm 


hands, u learn was geared up and 
w ith them Mr. Moore drove buck lo 
where Detwiler sli;i lay in the road- 
way. After placing the injured man 
in the wagon, Mr, Moore drove back 
w ith him to bis home, while his farm 
hands searched the surrounding cpun- 
try in an cflort to locale the highway- 
man, 


They kept up the search till after 


daylight, but It was fruitless.

was telephoned to nearby town.' and lo 
Philadelphia. 


Gransliaw, the Frankford 
police- 


man, found the horse and carriage 
which the two men had taken, about 
3 o'clock on Franklord incline.
